Florida Congressman

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9.—(INS)

slave owners and descendants for 
the value of slaves freed by Lin- 
coln’s Emancipation Proclamation, 
Rep. R. A. Green (R) of Florida, 
announced “today. «=. ..~- 

The first step, he said, would be 
to request the house judiciary com- 
mittee for a hearing on the 
measure. 

“The theory of the bill is that 
slayes were personal property un- 
der the law, and their value. was 
confiscated as a war measure, and 
the government is liable for reim- 
bursement,” said Green. 

“The freeing of the slaves with- 
out compensation ruined the 
South; it is still true today. 

“The slaves were valued at four 
billions of dollars—probably half 
the wealth of the South. Northern 
money was invested in more di- 
verse channels, but the slaves 
were valued more than land in the 
South, and the South never has 
been able to recover.” 

Green’s bill would allow suit to 
be brought against the govern- 
ment. Record of ownership of 
probably half the slaves could be 
established, and under the gov- 
ernment practice of whittling old 
claims, the maximum cost probably 
would be a billion dollars, he said. 


Damages Denied in

SLAIN OVER SEAT 
Lingle met his death because he 
was unable to pay back to Jack 
Zuta, the vice monger, since slain 
by avenging gunmen, $25,000, which 
had been advanced him as “expense 
money” to grease the way for 
opening of dog racing. 
4—Associated in the murder plot 
with Moran and Kaufman were 
Zuta, Joe Aiello, co-leader of the 
North Side gang and Pasquale 
“Patsy” Tardi, who acted as go- 
between with Brothers. All three 
have followed Lingle in death, 
shot down because of their part 
in the conspiracy. 

Lingle, because of his position as 
& newspaper man and his ability 
to get in where hoodlums could not 
appear, had undertaken to guar- 
antee dog racing at the Chicago 
stadium, it was revealed. In this

TRACK FAILS JO OPEN ~ 
Jack Zuta, Bugs Moran and Joe 
Aiello were the secret three behind 
the racing corporation. 

Zuta advanced Lingle $25,000, as 
“expenses” in connection with the 
dog track proposition. The plan 
was to open the track, appear in 
court with a petition for an in- 
junction restraining the police 
from interfering. Such writs had 
been invoked for the protection of 
oe tracks lying out in the coun- 

y. 

It was a complete surprise, ac- 
companied by considerable con- 
sternation when the supreme 
court clerk reaching at random for 
a case, turned up the forgotten 
brief in an appeal to the court for 
a definite ruling onthe status of 
dog tracks, 

The supreme court ruled that 
when the legislature passed the 
laws permitting horse races that 
the assemblymen meant that 
horses meant horses and not dogs 
and dog racing was declared il- 


legal. 
ASKS $25,000 BACK 

Zuta, ever the man of business 
when he had something coming, 
served notice on Lingle to return 
the $25,000 which had _ slipped 
Lingle’s fingers. Lingle didn’t have 
it and remarked to a friend: 
“I’m in a tough spot because of 
that dog track decision.” 
He scurried among his friends 
attempting to borrow the $25,000 
and raised about $9,080 of the 
amount. 
About this time Lingle learned 
that the Sheridan Wave club was 
planning to re-open a gambling 
house. 
“It will cost you $15,000 to open,” 
Lingle is reported to have tele- 
phoned the new owners. 
“We haven’t got it Jake, give us 
a break,” Lingle was told. 
“It isn’t for me boys but it has 
to be laid on the line.”

Expect 60,000 New 
Members During 
Coming Year 


A large increase in Farm Bureau 
memberships for the state this 
year, bringing the total to above 
60,000 families, is estimated in a 
communication received today by 
Cafl Rylander, Muscatine county 
farm adyjsor, from the agricultural 
home and economics department 
of the state. 


boys and girls were enrolled in club 
work, showing a substantial in- 
crease ‘over last yoer. The rerord 
of activities for 1930 have not as 
yet been compiled. 

During the previous year, the 
county farm bureaus, through serv- 
ice meetings, demonstrations, farm 
bureau offices, telephone calls, per- 
sonal letters and farm visits 
reached an average of 9,060 people 
each working day. In addition, a 
comprehensive farm market news 
service in the United States was 
broadcast over station WOI. Edu- 
cational talks were broadcast daily. 
Nearly 9,000 exhibits of slides were 
made and many thousands of peo- 
ple were reached by bulletins, leaf- 
lets and mimeograph material. 

Steady and substantial progress 
was made in farm marketing. This 
progress was mostly shown in the 
strengthening of business methods 
of local cooperatives and the group- 
ing of local units into districts of 
regions. The Iowa State Brand 
Butter Marketing Association has 
been markedly successful. 

INCREASE IN DAIRYING 

Among the many lines of work 
conducted, dairying is one upon 
which fairly exact information can 
be obtained. According to the rev- 
ords taken from the creameries 
Iowa produced in round numbers 
89,000,000 pounds of butter in 
1920. In 1929, Iowa produced 
214,000,000 pounds of butter or an 
increase of 125,000,000 pounds, 
with an average of 140 per cent. 
Figured at 40 cents per pound, the 
butter produced in 1929 was worth 
$50,000,000 more than the butter 
produced in 1920. If the extension 
service and the county farm 
bureaus have been responsible for 
2 per cent of this increase, it would 
pay all county tax, state tax and 
federal tax that goes into exten- 
sion and county farm bureau work 
and leave about $200,000, it is esti- 


mated. 

According to directors of exten- 
sion work, pork production along 
with several other lines of work 
could show a marked lessening of 
costs in production. Exact figures 
on this subject have not been 
secured,

FARMERS TOLD 


OF METHOD T0 
BRING PROFIT 


Extension Leader Is 
Speaker at Local 
Conferences 


Methods of increasing farm 
profits by a study of farm accounts 
were discussed by Ben Stephenson, 
farm management specialist of the 
extension service of Iowa State 
college, Ames, here today at one of 
a series of meetings held by him 
i:. co-operation with the Muscatine 
County Farm Bureau. Mr. Steph- 
enson conducted a school at the 
court house today, and addressed 
a similar gathering at West Lib- 
erty high school yesterday. 

Farmers were assisted in starting 
the account book and explained 
how a simple set of farm accounts 
may be kept and how facts from 
such accounts may be used to 
bring profits. They will be helped 
again in making the final sum- 
mary and analysis. Each farmer 
who completes an account book is 
personally visited on his farm by 
a farm management specialist dur- 
ing May or June, at which time 
means of improving the organiza- 
tion of the farm are considered. 

When the summary is presented, 
the individual farmer has an op- 
portunity to compare his farm with 
the average of about 100 farms in 
his section of the state, and also 
with the 20 most profitable farms 
in the district. This gives him a 
standard by which to measure his 
business. The identity of every 
farm is kept confidential to the 
extension workers. 

The management return on 139 
farms in this district for the year 
1929 was $508. Management return 
is the amount the farmer receives 
for management after the busi- 
ness had been charged with the 
operator and family labor, three 
and one-half per cent interest on 
real estate equity and 7 per cent 
interest on his working capital. 

Charts and materials were 
shown, proving that the principal 
factors influencing profits are size 


yields and efficient use of labor 
and equipment. This simple ac-

was establishing connections with

BILL IS ISSUE 
IN PARLIAMENT 


Bitter Controversies 
Are Looked for at 
Next Session 


LONDON— (INS) —When the 
Trade Disputes and Trade Union 
Bill is first debated in the House 
of Commons on Jan. 22, the British 
cabinet will have raised the most 
important political issue in Britain 
for many years past and one which 
may lead to its downfall. 

The entire matter is directly 
consequent on the great general 
strike of 1926. 

Twenty-four years ago a Liberal 
government passed an act of par- 
liament which permitted trade 
unions to impose levies for political 
purposes on their members, and 
broadly approved the principal of 
a sympathetic strike. 

It was with this legalization that 
the general strike of 1926 was or- 
ganized. 

In 1927, the Conservative govern- 
ment, under Stanley Baldwin, 
passed an act of, parliament which 
made illegal levies for political pur- 
poses, made trade union funds 
liable to legal attachment for un- 
lawful acts, and made sympathetic 
and general strikes practically con- 
spiracies against law and order. 

Now the MacDonald government 
are about to reverse once more the 
act of 1927 and to give back to the 
trade unions the rightg and liber- 
ties which they lost then. 

Whether the government will 
succeed in passing the bill through 
the House of Commons is doubtful; 
all will depend in the attitude of 
the Lloyd George Liberal adher- 
ents. It will certainly be thrown 
out by the House of Lords—but, in 


‘any event, it will make the finest 


electioneering cry that the Labor 
government could wish for. 

The main principles laid down by 
the bill are: 

Sympathetic strikes are legal; 

Peaceful picketing is legal; 

Trade unions may impose politi- 
cal levies on their members; but 
members have the right to refuse 
to pay, and government servants 
shall not be prevented from join- 
ing trade. unions. 

These provisions practically put 


the unions back to where they} 


stood in 1926. But it is expressly 
stated that a strike for revolution- 
ary purposes remains, as hereto- 
fore, illegal under the 
Law. But the labor government 


ji states that at no time has the 


Labor Party asked that the revo- 
lutionary strike should be legalized. 
To make the matter clear, the 


bill will declare that a strike is 


legal only if it has for its primary 
purpose some objects connected 
with employment or non-employ- 
ment, the terms of employment or 
the conditions of labor of any per- 
son, whether or not employed in 
the industry in which the strike 
or lock-out takes place.

WASHINGTON, Jan. 9—(INS)—

taken back to Europe shortly by 
Frank B. Kellogg, one-time secre- 
tary of state, and now a judge of 
the court.

_ HOOVER IS SILENT 

It is considered of little conse- 
quence, so far as the voting line-up 
goes, whether the court is con- 
sidered in the present senate or in 
the new senate which automatical- 
ly comes into being at noon on 
March 4. In fact, the court oppo- 
nents feel they will have more 
strength in the new senate than in 
the present one. A number of the 
senators-elect who will take their 
seats this year are already pledged 
against it. A conspicuous example 
is Senator-Elect J. Hamilton Lewis 
(D) of Illinois, who was one of 
President Wilson’s staunchest sup- 
ports in the league of nations 
fight. 

President Hoover has refrained 
from committing himself on the 
matter of whether he would or 
would not call a special session of 
the senate of the 72nd congress 
after March 4 for the purpose of 
considering the court issue. His sec- 
retaries have asserted that he would 
not, but pressure exerted by sen- 
ate leaders for definite confirma- 
tion of this by Mr. Hoover himself 
has resulted only in silence.
